The tragedy in Winnipeg last 
week of which the victim was a 
young employee of the Bank of 
Commerce, named McCush, pro- 
duces a most disagreeable impres- 
sion, It is a well-known rule in 
most banks that its clerks must not 
marry before they are earning a 
certain salary, Young McCush 
was thirty-one but his income had 
not reached the necessary figtire, 
Nevertheless one day last summer, 
being human, he married a young 
girl whose home was in Neepawa, 
The rest of the tragedy you know, 
The Bank on learning of his action 
insisted on his assuming the conse- 
quences, namely that he should at 
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This de- 
cision and the consequent fruitless 
search for employment so weighed 
on the poor fellow’s mind that he 
took a short cut out of it all, with 
the deplorable result- mentioned, 
The case naturally arouses pub- 
lic interest owing to the peculiar 
position in which bank clerks stand 
in most Canadian communities, 
They are expected to live welland ' 
fill an important place in social life, 
They are subject to more re- 
strictions than is probably the case 
with those engaged in any other 
occupation, A man when he 
reaches the age of 81 years, par- 
ticularly when he is a straightfor- 
ward and intelligent fellow, should 
certainly be in a position to marry, 
The chances are that McCush was 
making more money than the aver- 
age young man of his age in other 
callings, Why shouldn’t he have 
been allowed then to go ahead and 
take a wife and accommodate his 
way of living to his income ? 
Should a man be barred from do- 
mestic life when he is getting on 
towards middle age simply because 
he cannot keep up a certain appear- 
ance and move in certain social 
circles, Many of the men who 
have risen to distinction in other 
professions have married on sinall 
incomes and the necessity of keep- 
ing within these has brought out 
their best qualities, It seems to 
me that but for this rule the banks 
would suffer less from absconding 
clerks. I don’t see why high liy- 
ing should mean better service on 
the part of bankers than upon the 
part of anyone else. Other em- 
ployers prefer hard-working mar- } 
ried men on their staffs, finding 
that they are steadier and more 
trustworthy, If this rule were 
abolished, bank clerks mightn’t 


play the role that they do in so- 
ciety, but they and the banks 
would be better off I firmly believe. 

I do not mean to excuse Mc- 
Cush’s act. It could be justified 
in no case, But who of us will say 
that under certain conditions we 
might not be tempted to follow his 
example? It is hardly likely that 
he expected the bank to make an 
exception in his case but. probably 
thought he could get something 
else to do, ‘The life to which he 
had been accustomed undoubtedly 
would make this somewhat diffi- 
cult and disappointment would give 
place to blank despair. It’s a pity 
he had not better stuff in him, 
We admire a man who faces adver- 
sity bravely but we cannot help 
feeling genuinely sorry for one 
who has not the strength of char- 
acter to. do so, 

I heard the other day of a young 
man who had a rather startling ex- 
perience recently, He was .walk- 
ing along at a brisk pace one night 
after dark when he was surprised 
by a form leaping up from a dark 
corner, A revolver was thrust in 
his face and some one. shouted 
“hands*tup or I fire,’’ 

Quick as a flash the young fel- 
low who is an experienced athlete 
shot out his arm and the revolver 
went sailing into the street while 
an undersized body dropped at his 
feet, Stooping over it he. looked 
into the face of a small boy who 
was clutching his right arm with 
an expression of agony, At’ the 
same moment there wasa scurrying 
of footsteps and several small forms 
disappeared into the darkness, 

‘We were just playing hold up 
with the revolver I got for Christ- 
mas,’’ explained the youngster be- 
tween sobs, as the young man, who 
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was by far the more frightened of 
the two, bent over him to examine 
his anatomy and see if it was all in 
the right place.

You can, 
each of you, do so much to aid in 
making this page, as a whole, an 
interesting one, that I shall be more 
than disappointed if you let the 
whole burden rest on my shoulders, 
Next week I shall publish some 
recipes for invalid cookery; the 
week after some that are specially 
intended for convalescents; perhaps 
the week following ‘dainty small 
cakes for five o’clock teas,’’ and so 
forth.

‘Beatrice’? desires an innovation 
in the way of a cake as an ending 
to an informal party. I can only 
think of one at the present time 
salled a “Christmas Fate Cake,” 
which I think would answer : 

This is an extra good plum or 
sponge cake, made in circular shape 
or like a tin loaf. It must be large 
enough for the party invited, so 
that each may have a slice. ‘The 
cake must be iced prettily, either 
pink and white or green and white. 
Now this is where the fun comes 
in:—Before the cake is iced, make 
some slits in it for the insertion of 
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emblems, each of which must_ be 
wrapped up in waxed paper. For 
instance, a cent means poverty; 
ten cents, riches; a pen nib, a liter- 
ary man or woman; a small paint- 
brush, an artist; a wee roll of 
parchment, a lawyer; toy whistle, 
a musician; a wee bottle, a doctor; 
thimble, a spinster or bachelor; a 
heart, happy marriage with the ap- 
proved one; and so on. Each 
guest cuts a slice of cake, the small 
article found in it indicating their 
fate or profession of future mar- 
riage partner. 


Following are a few recipes for 
for small cakes, which may help 
out ‘‘the party’? and which TI can 
guarantee to be specially tempting. 
Iyuit Wafers 

Mix a cup each of cleaned raisins, 
figs, dates and nuts and force twice 
through a meat chopper. Add a 
few drops of vanilla, lemon juice or 
liquor, then knead until well blend- 
ed on a board dredged with confec- 
tioner’s sugar, Roll to one-fourth 
inch in thickness. Cut into rounds 
with the top of a salt shaker or into 
three-quarter-inch blocks with a 
knife. Roll in granulated sugar 
and pack in tin boxes between 
sheets of paraffine paper. . 
French Nut Cakes 

Beat very light two eggs and add 
to them in the order given, one 
half pound of brown sugar, one 
half pound chopped English walnuts 
(weighed after shelling), three 
tablespoonfuls of flour (or a trifle 
more), sifted with one-half tea- 
spoonful of baking powder added, 
Drop on buttered tins far enough 
apart to allow for spreading and 
bake in a moderate oven. 


Chocolate Macaroons 


Grate one-fourth of a pound of 
chocolate and mix with one-half of 
a pound of powdered sugar, one 
teaspoonful of vanilla extract and 
the stifly whipped .whites of two 
eggs. Drop from a spoon ona tin 
covered with paper and bake ina 
very moderate oven for fifteen min- 
utes,

The British Elections. 


-Voting is at Hand. 
Mr. Chamberlain's .Brother sup- 
ports the Liberals. 


Before the next issue of the Sut- 
urday News appears, the first re- 
turns of the British elections may 
be expected, In the old land they 
have not our system of voting on a 
single day at a general contest, and 
the process of returning a new par- 
liament stretches out over a couple 
of weeks, ‘The city constituencies 
vote first and are followed about a 
week later by the counties. ‘The 
Duke of Devonshire has given the 
late Conservative government a 
severe set back by his declaration 
that Home Rule is no longer an 
issue and advising Unionists who 
are desirous of maintaining the 
free trade system to vote for the 
Liberal candidates. ‘Ihe Duke, by 
this step, is believed to have effec- 
tually counteracted Mr. Balfour's 
effort to raise the Home Rule bogey. 
Lord: Hugh Cecil, son of the late 
Lord Salisbury, is also helping the 
Liberal cause by denouncing Mr. 
Chamberlain ‘at largely attended 
meetings night after night. 


When the Irish question is again 
taken. up by the Liberals, it is evi- 
dent that a new solution of that 
country’s difficulties. will be pro- 
posed, If Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman receives a large enough 
majority to make him independent 
of the Irish party, the task of car- 
rying out a satisfactory Irish policy 
will be made very much easier. 
Lord Dunraven,~ President of the 
Trish Reform Association, for co- 
quetting with which Mr, Wyndham, 
former Conservative Secretary for 
Ireland, got into trouble, in a 
speech the other day said that the 
object of the association was devol- 
ution in Irish affairs and procuring 
for Ireland the greatest possible 
amount of self-government compati- 
ble with the supremacy of Parlia- 
ment and the maintenance of the 
legislative union. He did not be- 
lieve in the possibility of an inde- 
pendent Ireland. ‘The future might 
bring forth a great scheme of feder- 
ation, in which Ireland would get 
her due, ‘They had now a Govern- 
ment in office willing to help them, 
and the Irish people should help 
the Government, Acting in this 
manner, he thought .all might yet 
de well, 


Mr, Arthur Chamberlain, head of 
the great arms factory in Birming- 
ham, and a brother of Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, the protectionist 
champion, in recommending the 
men to volte for Mr, John Richard- 
son, the J,iberal candidate for 
Acton, warned working people that 
if they went back to protection they 
would be the greatest sufferers by 
the blunder. ‘Taxation of corn 
meant dear bread, and dear bread 
always brought lower wages, ‘I'he 
inevitable effect of protection must 
be to diminish employment by 
reducing exports. Again, protec- 
tion must lead to a great multiplic- 
ation of trusts, corners and rings, 
which wotld result in an increase 
of corruption in ptblic and parlia- 
mentary life. 


Hon. Edward Blake is ill in 
Toronto’ He has, however, been 
renominated for Longford, Ireland. 
In moving the nomination, Father 
Dowdall said that Mr, Blake was 
considered a second O'Connell in 
appearance, ability, and self-saeri- 
fice, County Councillor Baxter, in 


seconding the nomination, said that 
Mr, Blake had come from Canada 
to give his ripened years of service 
to Ireland, Tongford, in selecting 
him, was conferring an honor. upon 
Ireland. Wm, Redmond, M.P., 
compared Mr. Blake to Justin Mc- 
Carthy, than whom none was more’ 
respected, Mr, Delaney, M.P., 
referred to him as the grand old 
man of the Irish cause, 


Mr, Balfour in his speeches makes 
very little effort to defend the fiscal 
policy of the late government, Mr. 
Chamberlain is, of course, quite 
thorough in his treatment of this 
topic, but the movement with 
which his name has been associated 
apparently evokes nothing like the 
enthusiasm that it did in the earlier 
stages, ‘he premier’s announce- 
ment that the importation of Chi- 
nese coolies into South Africa 
would be stopped until the free 
government of the ‘Transvaal. is 
elected in February has been well 
received throughout the country, 
Judging from the results of the bye- 
elections, the Liberal administration 
should receive a large majority. 
But a journalist with long experi- 
ence in British politics points out 
that that this is not always a safe 
guide, for the reason that Conserva- 
tives have nearly always a stronger 
local organization which tells more 
effectively at a general than at a 
bye-election, _ At the latter the 
Liberals send. trained campaigners 
into a constituency, At the former 
they have to depend more largely 
on the local Liberals, . Nevertheless 
a-sweeping victory is looked for,

It is rumored that Mr, Haultain 
will go to the House of Commons 
and some people even assert that 
he is a possible leader of the Do- 
minion Conservative party.

become attached to the party which 
did it great discredit, After all, it 
was hardly to be wondered at that 
demoralization should have crept in 
after a thirty two years’ tenure of 
power. ‘The wonder was that it 
was delayed so long. Under the 
circumstances Mr. Ross made a 
brave fight, all the braver from the 
fact that he himself was crippled 
with rheumatism and moved about 
with the greatest difficulty. It is 
said that he may shortly enter the 
Dominion arena, He should be 
able to render good service there,

Un Verge of Insanity. 


No Reliance placed on Alleged 
Confession. 


The authorities of Flint, Mich., 
think that Horton, the .man who 
gave himself up in that city, in 
connection with the murder of the 
unidentified young women at Ham- 
ilton last autumn, is on the verge 
of insanity. Horton had on him 
when arrested one of the circulars 
issued on the authority of the On- 
tario Government, giving descrip- 
tions of the wurdered women and 
the suspected man, and offering a 
reward for his arrest. 

Horton when he surrendered sta- 
ted that he had stayed in Hamilton 
from September to November last, 
stopping at various hotels and 
hoarding houses, and had worked 
for several livery stable keepers. 
In every instance investigation by 
the “Hamilton police authorities 
failed to verify the names of places 
and people given by Horton, ‘The 
latter also said that after the mur- 
der the body of the victim was 
placed by the side of the river, 
whereas it was found, almost buried 
in leaves, on the side of the moun- 
tain, These circumstances, and the 
fact that after having made his 
confession Horton denied the truth 
of it, and said he was. bluffing, 
justified Detective Greer, who from 
the first placed no reliance on Hor- 
ton’s story, in deciding not to go 
on to Flint, 

Horton will be held by the Flint 
authorities until the 14th inst,, on 
a charge of vagrancy, In the 
meantime they will endeavour to 
ascertain something definite as to 
his carreer, 

Chief of Police Rust ‘of Flint 
states that inquiry on the part of 
the police at Saginaw, where Hor- 
{on had a sister, has established the 
fact that the young man in jail had 
au half-sister who married a man 
named Hartz some years ago and 
that the present whereabouts of the 
woman is unknown, ‘This fact has 
given rise to a disposition on the 
part of the police to take Horton's 
confession a little more seriously, 
and there is no doubt but that the 
self-accused accomplice of the al- 
leged murder will be held until it 
can be definitely determined wheth- 
er the Hartz woman was really the 
victim of the mysterious crime com- 
mitted at Hamilton,

The High River Times makes the 
following reference : 

The news despatches of a fort- 
night ago contained the information 
of the appointment of Mr. Mathe- 
son, editor of the Raymond Chron- 
icle, to a position on the Education 
department at Hdmonton, At the 
time the appointment was consid- 
ered a popular one and members of 
the press were pleased to note the 
advancement of one of the craft. 
‘The pleasure was of brief duration, 
for last week the startling news 
was heralded broad that Matheson 
was a defaulter and had grossly 
abused the trust placed in him by 
his fellow townsmen, He is now a 
fugitive from justice and his where- 
abouts unknown. 

It is the same old story over and 
over again, Whenevera man with 
a steam beer salary becomes the 
victim of a champagne appetite, 
the ultimate result is not difficult to 
forecast. We do not know what 
diversions Mr. Matheson had, but 
unfortunately for himself and in- 
finitely more so for those whose 
confidence he had gained, he had an 
insufficient amount of money of his 
own. * To supply the deficiency he 
stole the money placed in his care, 
In doing so Mr. Matheson was a 
fool as well as a knave, otherwise 
he would have reasoned froma long 
line of precedents and easily arrived 
at the conclusion that the chances 
for escape were overwhelmingly 
against him, His reasoning should 
have taught him that looking out 
from prisons all over Canada were 
other men who had used other peo- 
ple’s money in purchasing unnec- 
essary luxuries which would have 
been as unattainable as they were 
unnecessary had the young men 
given due respect to the law of 
mine and thine. ‘There are, not 
infrequently, extenuating circum- 
stances which offer some excuse for 
aman stealing, An uninterrupted 
period of hard luck and with chil- 
dren crying for the bare necessities 
of life may drive a man to despera- 
tion and cause him to steal. 

However the circumstances do 
not alter the fact that it is a crime 
to steal, but they do make the 
crime infinitely less than that of the 
‘sporty’? young men who after ex- 
hausting their own money, steal to 
gratify their own selfish whims. If 
Mr. Matheson's business was in- 
sufficient to supply the funds 
required, he might have cut out 
some of his expensive habits and 
lived within his means,  <As_ it 
stands now, it is beyond the power 
of any one ever to restore to him 
the good name which he has tar- 
nished or to bring back the lost con- 
fidence of his friends. ‘I‘hose who 
dance must pay the fiddler, and his 
charges will be high indeed in the 
case of Mr. Matheson, for he was 
just on the eve of going to a posit- 
ion of honor in the new parliament 
when his methods of living were 
exposed,
